The trunk and some of the stolen linen the
officers found secreted there and they ar-
rested WatEon and held him as a witness.

first known In police circles several weeks
ago, when he was found seated on the
front steps of a house about 2 o'clock in
the morning. Two policemen who saw him
gave chase and finally overtook him. When
he appeared in court he told a miraculous
stiry of his experience with night doctors
near the Long bridge, and was released.
